The original North Korean 
army was more fully armed. and 
had greater fire power than the 
present Chinese army had a 
month ago. It was believed it 
could sweep aside the South Ko- 
reans anc occupy the southern 
half of th> peninsula without 
meeting ary great resistance. 

But, to make victory more cer- 
tain, the one Chinese commit- 
ment was carried out. This was 
to assign to the North Korean 
forces several divisions of Ko- 
reans, formerly Japanese troops, 
but later of the Chinese army. 
With this plan it was believed 
they, the Russians and Chinese, 
could win Korea With a swift 
maneuver which would not offi- 
cially involve either. 

But, as is necessary in all 
planning, there had to be a por- 
tion of it devoted to possible 
failure. So, Mao made the fur- 
ther concession of promising in- 
tervention in the form of Chi- 
nese “volunteers.” Russia agreed 
that if China were bombed she 
herself would then enter the war.

The present shortage of Cortone, however, is actually caused by a problem 
more fundamental than black marketing. This problem 1s one of supply. 
Merck is producing enough Cortone to care for tens of thousands of patients, 
but the demand for cortisone involves hundreds of thousands of people. Thes 
demand cannot be satisfied by present methods of manufacture. The present 
starting material in the manufacturing process is cattle bile, an organic sub- 
stance lsmited im supply. Before cortisone can be made im sufficient quantities, 
a new, more plentiful starting material will have to be found, or a complets 
synthesis discovered by the chemists and research workers. 


Present Production 


Cortisone is still essentially a new product. Although years of research and 
extensive expenditures went into its development, little more than a year has 
elapsed since the product was made on a laboratory scale and marketed on a 
restricted basis. 

Since that time distribution of Cortone has been increased as much as im- 
provements in production niethods have made x possible. Until last July the 
hormone was available only to hospitals andDother institutions where clinical 
research was carried on. As a resuk of production improvements, by Fall 
Cortone was made avatlable for general distribution to physicians and phar- 
macszes for use on a prescription basis.

In November 1948, Merck began negotiations which have since been con- 
etuded with Research Corporation, of New York City, to bring sbout thr 
non-exclusive licensing of its cortisone patents and the cortisone patents owned 
by other firms. Research Corporation is a nonprofit organizaticn which uses 
funds it receives from the management of patents for the support of scien- 
tific research in universities and other research centers. 


Price Reductions 


Since the first limited quantities were offered for clinics! investigation in 
August 1949 at a price of $200.00 per gram, the company has made a number 
ef price reductions.

He reminded Gromyko'of Sec- 
retary Acheson’s past remarks 
that it was impossible to play fast 
and loose with such 4a peace 
treaty; that, first of all, it was 
necessary to achieve German unity. 
The subject of unificatien of an 
amputated Germany hed been 
surprisingly omitted prior to 
Thursday from the Soviet agenda 
proposals. 

Concluding his extremely well- 
knit reasoning, Jessup suggested 
to Gromyko that a new approach 
be made to the problem of the 
four deputies now meeting here 
to find a commonly agreed agenda 
for a foreign minister’s. cduncil. 
The subjects he identified were 
as follows: 


1. The general level af arma- 
ments, which could be examined 
under the first point of ‘the pro- 
posed Western agenda, and which 
could include the discussion of 
arming in Germany. 


GERMAN UNITY PROPOSED 


2. The question of German unity 
and a peace treaty with that 
country. 

3. The general subject of an 
Austrian treaty. 

This, of course, is fairly close 
to the origina! draft proposal of 
the West, except—as reported by 
the diplomatists who attended 
Thursday's session—there would 
seem to be some slight rearrange- 
ment of the order. 

Thursday afternoon—while the 
deputies were meeting—a Soviet 
spokesman revealed that Gromyko 
was introducing a modification of 
point No. 2 on the agenda draft 
submitted Menday by the Soviet 
Union. 

The original suggestion was a 
request for negotiation by the 
foreign ministers “on. acceleration 
of the conclusion of the peace 
treaty with Germany and in ac- 
cordance with this the withdrawal!

SOVIET ITEM REDRAFTED 

The wording of this item was 
jumped on by the Western speak- 
ers who pointed out that it omit- 
ted the all-important subject of 
German unification.

As a consequence, 
dry cleaners are swamped with 
over-capacity business and the 
situation develops as to whether 
or not your outfits can be ready 
on time. 


So, the cleaners are re- 
minding you two weeks ahead 
of time. now is the time to in- 
spect the family. Easter en- 
sembles and shuttle them off 
to be cleaned. You, as well as 
they, will be happier with the 
results. 


A second important factor for 
the most satisfactory cleaning 
is the identification of spots and 
stains on your clothes when sent 
to the cleaners. 

This only takes a minute of 
your time, and may prevent a 
permanent spot on your favorite 
skirt.

water before it dries. This may 
leave a water ring, but clean- 
ing removes that.: Water will 
clean any liquid, fruit juice, soft 
drinks, coffee or alcohol, as well 
as candy, glue, catsup, sugar and 
syrup. 


When “spot” cleaning 
grease, oil, lipstick and choco-

City-Wide Maturity Tests 


Help Young to Better Grades 


By BETSY LOCHRIDGE 
Psychological tests, once considered exclusively for problem 
children, are now being given to every Atlanta elementary school 
child. More arid more parents are finding that, if these tests are 
fully understood, they are extremely useful in evaluating and in- 
terpreting their child’s behavior and his potentialities. 


Maturity tests, administered 
to third and sixth graders, have 
been useful in determining the 
general mental ability of the 


child outside the realms of 
specialized training. However 
they are not to be confused with 
the old I. Q. tests. 


Achievement tests, adminis- 
tered in almost every grade, 
help determine if the child is 
up to average grade level in 
the areas the test covers. In- 
terest inventories. given on re- 
quest, help children to find 
‘where their special interests 
die. Personality tests, also 
given on request, help to gauge 
the social-emotional attitudes 
and habits of the individual. 


If parents are curious about 

the tests and their scores they 
can consult the teacher or school 
authorities ahout them. But as 
@ rule, the scoring is meaningless 
unless the parent understands 
what the test is, what it tells 
about the child and what it fails 
to. tell. 
* “In the first place.” according 
to Dr. Hermon W. Martin, head 
of the psychology department 
at Emory. “no one test, taken 
glone, with no other findings 
about the child, is wholly re- 
liable.” 


Dr. Martin points out that 
there are four main types of 
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tests, the personality test, 
general mental ability test, 
achievement test and interest 
and aptitude test. All four 
should be administered to 
evolve an over-all picture of 
the child and fully evaluate 
his activity in his environment. 


“Also,” says Dr. Martin, “to 
use a psvchological test wisely, 
one must do more than adminis- 
ter the test and get a score. 
To interpret the meaning of 
these scores one needs to know 
how the test was constructed. 
One has to be aware of the cul- 
tural group on which the test 
was standardized. Also you have 
to know what the score means in 
comparison with other individ- 
uals.”

We 
applied for a license. Actually, at 
the time I was interested in a fel- 
low by the name of Harry Thrash 
whom I had known before I went 
into the Army. He had lost his 
job with the Levinson interests. 
He had owned some of Levinson’s 
stores ... had a share in them. 
I was more or less interested in 
belping Harry get back in the liq- 
uor business. We made applica- 
tion in Harry Thrash’s name in 
November, 1945. When we made 
application, he asked me if I knew 
any of the Commissioners. I told 
him I knew Gloer Hailey very 
well. We went up to the office 
and I introduced Harry and Peek 
to Hailey. I told him Harry was 
@ good citizen and so forth; that 
he was applying for a liquor li- 
cense and that he was a man of 
good character and I hoped he 
(Hailey) would see fit to help him. 
Hailey’s attitude was very favor- 
able. He said he didn’t know 
whether a liquor store could be 
ranted in that section due to the 
act that it hadn’t been built up. 
My property was raw—it had no 


business on it at that time. Hailey, 
said he would be glad to help all’ 


he could. We filed the application 
and were advised that it would be 


unfavorable and to withdraw it.' 


We withdrew it before it was 
voted on.

Mr. Webb: What happened to 
Mr. Thrash?

What Harry Thrash told me was 
that Levinson got several liquor 
stores in his name and gave 
Thrash a 10 percent interest in 
them. He felt like they weren't 
giving him a right accounting of 
the money and they let him go 
and he sued. I believe Levinson 
settled for $5,000 or $6,000. 


A liquor store would have paid 
me about $5,000 or $6,000 rent a 


year out there. 

Mr. Webb: If you can give us 
the names of anybody you think 
might know something about it 
and tell us what you think they 
might know, we would appre- 


ciate it. 


Mr. Hayes: Jimmy Garner who 
owns two or three liquor stores 
told me Barkett paid $40,000 for 
the liquor store out there.

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A Troop Limit Is Foolhardy ° 


After the Korean War broke last Sum- 
mer the Congress hastily, and properly, 
repealed statutory provisions which lim- 
ited United States armed strength to a 
little more than 2,000,000 men. The coun- 
try, and all Western civilization, was con- 
fronted with an emergency. There was no 
se where the conflict in Korea might 
ead. | 

The situation has not changed one iota. 
War in Korea still rages, and if at times 
it is unreal to Congressmen, it is not so to 
the thousands of Americans whose hus- 
bands and sons are doing the fighting. 
Western Europe is in no less danger from 
Soviet invasion than it was in the months 
following the North Korean invasion of 
South Korea. And the West is hardly any 
better prepared to meet such an invasion. 

Not even the most optimistic observer 
can find any trace of evidence that Rus- 
sia has given up, or intends to give up, its 
scheme for world rule. 

Yet, on Wednesday the United States 
Senate, against the advice of the nation’s 
top military leaders and of Sen. Richard 
Russell of Georgia, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, voted to 
put another limit on the armed forces. 

This limit is appreciably higher than 
the one which existed prior to the Korean 
War. It allows a maximum of 4,000,000 in 
the armed forces. ‘But the effect is far 
worse. The former limit was based on the

The Georgia General Assembly, not 
wishing to jeopardize the flow of Federal 
relief funds, contented itself with a resolu- 
tion calling on Congress to open welfare 
rolls to inspection. 

But the Indiana Legislature, respond- 
ing to relief abuses there, has thrown cau- 
tion to the winds gnd approved a measure 
which would remove the veil of secrecy. 


In Tennessee, legislators have not even 
bothered with the formality of a State 
law. A committee of the Legislature has

Our whole national policy 
has changed by the force of events. We 
now are saying to the free world that this 
country is mobilizing and our friends must 
do likewise if they would preserve their 
freedom. But the Senate has practically 
nullified that argument and has given 
grounds for the questioning of our good 
faith. If America is genuinely alarmed 
it hardly makes sense to clamp a ceiling 
on our armed forces. , 

We fear the Senate action is a symp- 


tom of the fool’s paradise which has af+ 


flicted official Washington in recent weeks 
since our troops took the initiative in 
Korea arid since Moscow has been whis- 
pering the seductive strains of a new 
“peace offensive.” 

Sen. Russell aptly said a vote to set a 
ceiling on troops would be a vote of “no 
confidence” in the country’s highest mili- 
tary leadership. It is that and more. It 
is a disturbing indication that the Kremlin 
continues able to dictate this country’s 
military policy. It will be interpreted by 
some as the equivalent of saying that re- 
armament, after all, is not so important 
and’ we had just as well get along with 
business as usual. It is that philosophy 
which almost brought disaster only a few 
months ago. 

We hope the House will refuse to go 
along.

‘He Can’t See 
A New Term’ 


WASHINGTON—More talk of President Tru- 
man’s thoughts about a third term is contained 
in an article carried in the current issue of the 

United States News and World Report. It represents what un- 
doubtedly is the most convincing and most complete treatment of 
the subject yet written. 

After a careful analysis of the known factors the magazine, 
which has a staff of competent political experts, comes up with 
the positive declaration that Mr. Truman has definitely decided 
against becoming a candidate for re-election. Here is the way it 
puts it: 

“The President has made up his mind to retire at the end of 
his present term. He has let this decision become known to more 
than one confidant. And there is nothing in the cards at this time 
that might persuade him to change his mind. ... He can’t see start- 
ing a new term at 68,” which will be his age in 1953. 

The magazine goes on to say that the President obviously may 
not be expected to announce his decision at this time, realizing 
that his formal withdrawal would touch off a scramble among 
Democrats for the nomination. To do so, it is pointed out, would 
also weaken his influence in Congress and perhaps prevent him 
from exercising a controlling hand in the selection of his successor. 


Strings One Democratic leader is quoted by the magazine as 

stating that for the President to make known his de- 
cision now “would split us apart, just like the Republicans are 
now.” There is much truth in this, of course. Mr. Truman will be 
able to hold the strings together far more effectively so long as he 
continues in the role of a possible candidate. 

If he has it. mind picking a successor for the nomination, he 
will be in better position to deliver while maintaining his present 
unannounced role. The consensus is that his choice will be either 
General Eisenhawer or Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson. There is a 
growing feeling among Democrats that Eisenhower will be the 
man. If the General is willing, there is little doubt that Mr. Tru- 
man would be able to deliver the nomination to him without diffi- 
culty. Most party leaders believe that he would be a sure winner 
—perhaps on either major party ticket, for that matter. 

As for Chief Justice Vinson, there is some ‘doubt about his 
willingness to leave his lifetime appointment to the highest judicial 
office in the land to make the race for the Presidency. But the 
possibility cannot be written off altogether. He and the President 
are old and warm friends. 

As the United States News and World Report pieces the story 
together, Mr. Truman had made up his mind not to run again long 
before the new 22d Amendment to the Constitution was adopted 
r¢cently. The President is exempted from the terms of the new 
amendment, but he is represented as knowing—as of course, he 
does—that the limitation that otherwise would bar him would be 
used against him if he ran in 1952.

: Here are some added evidences cited by 
More Evidence the magazine in support of its conclusions: 
“Mr. Truman’s decision not to try for another term is known to a 
number of persons. Edward T. Folliard, a newspaperman close to 
the White House, recently referred with some qualifications to 
that decision in Look magazine and drew a pat on the back from 
the President. At least one Senator reports privately that he has 
positive information of the Presidential decision. And quite a few 
highly placed Democrats are sufficiently sure of the decision to 
begin working toward the succession.” 

What the magazine says makes sense. More and more the con- 
viction is growing in informed Washington circles that the Presi- 
dent has definitely decided not to run. He will probably hold off his 
announcement as long as possible in order to strengthen his hand 
in dealing with Congress and in naming his successor.

The Key to Peace in the Orient 


WASHINGTON —While our attention naturally has been focused on Korea 
in the Far East, Japan really is the key to any long-time settlement in that 
turbulent part of the world, and diplomatic emphasis now is concentrating there. 


It centers on a projected peace treaty with Japan. 


John Foster Dulles, repre- 


senting our State Department, recently spent some time discussing that project 


‘ with Japanese Government officials. 


Before his visit he went into the problem 


with United Nations representatives of the 15 nations involved in a Japanese peace settlement. The 
next step will come in a few days with the beginning of conferences among those representatives 
to try to formulate a draft treaty. Because of the divers interests of the many nations affected, 


including Russia and China, the job will not-be 
an easy one. 

Japan occupies a delicate and strategic posi- 
tion. Before. the war she looked toward the 
Asian continent, since she had vajuable raw 
material sources and markets there. Conse- 
quently, Russia and China have much with which 
to tempt her, and it is their aim to include her 
in the Asian sphere again, if possible. 

Our objective, and that of other free 
nations, including Australia and New Zea- 
land, as well as Britain, is te incirde her in 
the island famparts fringing Asia which con- 
stitute our defense line against further Com- 
munist aggression in that part of the world. 


To that end we would restore her to the fam- 
ily of nations as an independent state economi- 
cally able to stand on her feet and to contribute 
to the common defense.against Communist ag- 
gression. : . 

As far as the United States is concerned there 
are two basic intentions relating to a treaty, 
both of which have aroused some opposition 
elsewhere, and understandably. One is that we 
do not want to write a prohibition in the treaty 
against rearmament of Japari. The other is that 
the treaty should not impose heavy reparations. 


Our Government clearly recognizes the deli- 
cacy of the rearmament issue and the neces- 
sity of precaution. On the basis of experience 
after World War I in Europe our officials feel 
that a direct prohibition against rearming would 
riot work but would serve only to, ifritate the 
Japanese and provoke them to a pt it sur- 
reptitiously anyhow. That happened in Germany, 
when Adolf Hitler exploited the ban against 
rearmament in the Versailles Treaty to stir up 
the Germans. “9 

Rearming would be permitted, it would 
be restricted to a land army. Ja would not 
be able to use that aggressively 
and air strength, but it could be 
of Japan*and would form an in 
common Far 


— 


units to be supplied by other nations-in that area, 
including Australia and New Zealand. 


As to reparations, our desire that they not 
be intolerable is grounded, likewise, in Versailles 
Treaty experience. Heavy reparations would 
impede Japan’s economic recovery and depressed 
economic conditions would make the people vul- 
nerable to Communist propaganda. It is recalled 
that economic distress in Germany, upon which 
heavy reparations were imposed, provided a fer- 
tile field for Hitler. 


In our diplomatic discussions it has been 
made clear that Japan must eventually stand 
on her own feet, but we are willing—and 
Japan is agreeable—te keep troops there 
after a treaty is concluded until she is able 
to defend herself. We would, however, as- 
sume no permanent commitment to guaran- 
tee Japan. 


Critical reaction has occurred in respect te 
some treaty proposals. For example, in the 
Philippines, where the terrific damage done by 
the Japs still is manifest, the people are clamor- 
ing for heavy reparations, which is as under- 
standable as in the case of France after German 
devastation in World War I. In Australia there 
is antagonism to rearming of Japan, also under- 
standable, and this now has become a hot politi- 
cal issue there. The British Board of Trade is 
hostile to revival of Japan’s shipbuilding and tex~- 
tile industries because of competition. 

As for Ryssia, she first was receptive to dis- 
cussions about a Japanese peace treaty, but re- 
cently has denoted a disvosition against partici- 
pation. She either may desire to throw the sub- 
ject into the Council of Foreign Ministers meet- 
ing to be held here later, for which preliminary 
negotiations over agenda now are going on -in 
Paris, or she may be maintaining freedom of 
action now over Japan for later . diplomatic 
maneuvers and bargaining. == * =

says Callahan. But you must apply to a State 


or Federal court for relief which, if granted, will not only apply through the term of your service 


but for six months after discharge. You can do 


it through your legal officer. 


But the courts offer full protection usually 
only to those men whose-—service income is 
substantially below the nmioney they were 
making as civilians, men avho receive com- 
missions (a captain’s basic pay is $497 a 
month, for instance) have a smaller chance 
of impressing the court. 


Courts are similarly interested in protecting 
the man or firm to whom the money is owed, 
Callahan points out. A draftee who still owes, 
say, $1,250 on a $2,000 car, and, aside from the 
down payment has made only one monthly pay- 
ment, may have the car repossessed—with the 
ecourt’s understanding that he gets back all or 
most of his dough. 


Insurance payments? The Government will 
insure each member of the Armed Forces for 
$10,000, but a great percentage of these men have 
been paying private insurance premiums for 
years. Once again the courts must be appealed 
to, to reduce those premiums to figures which the 
serviceman can pay on his abbreviated new in- 
come, or declare a holiday on payments until the 
insured can get back into the groove of civilian 
life again. 

But those servicemen who make as much in 
uniform as they were making out of it, or more, 
must keep up their insurance payments, or lose 
their policies. 

Support of dependents? A draftee is required 
to continue to support his wife and minor chil- 
dren. He may appeal for aid under the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act. A divorced draftee 
paying alimony may have his payments reduced 
under the same act, if he can prove hardship. 
Dependent-duckers may be court-martialed. 

Taxes? All State and Federal taxes, by and 
large, including those already owed, are pigeon- 
holed throughout the duration of service, plus 
six months after discharge. No such relief, how- 
ever, is given to those ex-civilians whose income 


was derived from stocks, bonds, etc., still earning 
money during his stay in the forces, 


Savings? Enlisted personnel are permitted to 
deposit their savings in sums of not less than $5 
with any finance officer. Such savings draw at 
the rate of four percent interest a year. The sav- 
ings cannot be withdrawn until the saver is 
discharged. 


Income from injuries? To gain full benefits, 
one must be injured “in the line of duty, and not 
as a result of his own misconduct.” But “line of 
duty” became very flexible during World War II 
and remains so. Callahan’s pamphlet states that 
an injury received while playing tennis during 
a furlough will be considered a “line of duty” 
injury. 


Transportation of dependents? “Commissioned 
officers, warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
first three grades, together with enlisted men of 
the fourth grade having more than seven years’ 
service, are entitléd to transportation at Gov- 
ernment expense for their dependents when they 
are ordered to make a permanent change of 
station.” 


Marriages? No serviceman stationed out- 
side the continental United States may marry 
without permission of the theater commander. 


Discharges? They range from honorable to 
dishonorable, and have several variations. A 
“general discharge” means that the man has 
failed to meet the high standards required for an 
honorable discharge, but it entitles the vet to all 
benefits under the GI Bill of Rights. 


An “undesirable discharge” holder may apply 
to the Veterans’ Bureau for certain rights ac- 
corded other vets, but his case and plea are given 
extreme scrutiny. A “bad conduct” discharge 
definitely bars certain veterans’ boons, and “dis- 
honorable discharge” may entail loss of civil 
rights.”

A policy rift apparently was in the making for the State Sgt. R. E. Little that she and

His statement came in the face 
of a flat assertion by Revenue 
Commissioner Charles Redwine 
that no bracket system would be 
emploved. 

Lester, who was appointed only 
recently by Redwine, advocated a 
permissive system of bracket col- 
lection in the event that a manda- 
tory bracket plan could not be 
adopted, 

Under the permissive system, 
he said, the state would set up a 
master bracket plan. Merchants 


choosing to adopt the bracket sys- 
tem would be required to follow 


the state’s master bracket plan. 


Merchants not desiring to adopt 


it would have to collect taxes on 
all items. 


Later, Lester told the Lawyers 
Club in Golumbus that Redwine is 


stil! considering Dracketing and is 


expected to make a report on the 
matter later this week. If a brack- 
et system is set up, he said, it will 
be entirely on a voluntary basis. 

Leaders of several of Georgia’s 
major trade associations met here 
Thursday and urged Redwine to 
adopt a specific bracket system. 

Additional pressure for adoption 
of a bracket system also came 
from Rome and Molutrie mer- 
chants who voted to indorse the 
tax collection plan. Merchants as- 
sociations in Macon and Atlanta 
already had urged the bracket 
system on Redwine. 

The Commissioner, meanwhile, 
was sticking to his statement that 
there would be no bracket plan. 
He told reporters Thursday that 
the majority of Georgia merchants 
did not favor establishment of such 
a plan. He said: 

“I’m not going to do it. The 
gales tax act says I may set up 
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brackets, but it also says the mer- 
chants must collect the tax on 
every item. I don’t think I can tell 
a merchant he can’t collect the tax 
on any sale under 15 cents, which 
is what I would be doing Dy set- 
ting up brackets.” 

Trade -organizations represented 
at the meeting here Thursday in- 
cluded the Retail Food Dealers’ 
Association, the Georgia Mercan- 
tile Association, the Georgia Phar- 
maceutical Association, the Geor-| 
gia Restaurant Association, the 
Georgia Ice Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation, the State Chamber of 
Commerce and the Atlanta Retail 
Merchants’ Association. ' 

The representatives agreed to 
ask Redwine to fix the following 
bracket plan on individual pur- 
chases: 

One to 13 cents—no tax: 14 to 
35 cents—one-cent tax: 36 to 72 
cents—two cents tax: 73 cents to 
$1.13, three cents tax. 

They said this system closely 
followed the North Carolina sys- 
tem of collection. 

In urging the bracket system, 
the trade organization § leaders 
pointed out that 27 of the 28 states 
which use retail sales taxes have 
set mandatory brackets. 

At the same time, legal circles 
were speculating over whether es- 
tablishment of a bracket system 
would be legal under the sales tax 
act passed during the recent ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. 

One attorney pointed out that 
the law provides that the tax must 
be collected on every item sold. 
The law also stipulates that the 
tax cannot be absorbed by the 
merchant and sets out a penalty 
for absorbing tax. He said the 
section giving the Revenue Com- 
missioner power to set a bracket 
system might be “inconsistent” 
with the other provisions.

DELICIOUS DISHES FOR THE FAMILY 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


Humpty-Dumpty is no trag- 
edy at all if he falls into the 
hands of a wise homemaker, 
That’s because an egg is good 
eating and good nutrition, ver- 
gatile enough to be served for 
any meal in almost unlimited 
variety. 

Right now this protein rich 
food is in good supply and priced 
low enough to include in menus 
often. If possible, every member 
of the family should have an egg 
a day. 


Remember these two im- 
portant rules: First, never buy 
eges that are not in refrig- 
erated cases at the store. Al- 
ways keep eggs in a covered 
container in a clean, cold re- 
frigerator. Second, the secret 
of all egg cookery is to use 
moderate, even heat. Eggs and 
ege dishes cooked this way 
will be tender when they are 
done. High temperatures make 
eges tough and leathery. 


Versatile Eggs Fit Almost Any Menu 


For cooking eggs in the shell, 
the water should simmer—nev- 
er come to a boil. When frying 
eggs, keep the cooking tempera- 
ture moderate by using a thick 
skillet and low heat under the 
pan. For egg-thickened mixtures 
made on top the stove, set the 
pan in which the mixture is 
cooking in another pan of water. 

For baked custards and simi- 
lar mixtures, set the baking dish 
in a pan of water in a mod- 
erate oven. For cakes made with 
many eggs, such as sponge cake, 
have the oven moderate. For 
baked fruit whips and me- 
ringues, have the oven tempera- 
ture even lower for slow, even 
baking. 


Egg whites whip up more 
quickly when they are at 
room temperature. Add a 
pinch of salt to egg whites just 
before beating—to get a foam 
with greater volume. 


Plan next week’s menus to 
include some of these egg dishes. 
This first one is good served 
with a green vegetable and 
fruit salad. 

SOUFFLED CHEESE 
SANDWICH 
6 slices bread : 
Sliced cheese to cover bread 

14 teaspoon salt 

3 eggs, separated 

4 cup salad dressing. 

Toast bread on one side. 
Cover untoasted' side with 
cheese. Add salt to egg whites 
and beat until shiny and whites 
leave peaks when beater is with- 
drawn. Add salad dressing to 
yolks and beat until light. Fold 
yolk mixture into whites. Heap 
on top of cheese. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven 350 degrees until 
puffy and brown, about 15 min- 
utes: Serve promptly; Six sand- 
wiches. 

Variation: Place thin slice of 
cooked ham on toast. Top with 
cheese and proceed as above. 

Dutch egg bread might also be 
called “breaded eggs,” you'll call 
it good, by either name. It’s one 
of those simple, old fashioned 
dishes one could serve at break- 
fast or luncheon. 


DUTCH EGG BREAD 
% cup butter or margarine 
2 cups soft half-inch bread 
cubes 
% cup milk 
1%, teaspoon salt 

Dash pepper 
6 eggs, beaten. 

Melt butter. in skillet. Add 
bread cubes and brown lightly. 
Combine milk, salt. pepper, and 
beaten eggs. Pour over browned 
bread cubes and cook until set. 
Serve at once with crisp bacon. 
Makes 5 servings. 

This casserole makes a good 
main dish. Serve it with butter- 
ed peas, grapefruit salad and hot 
rye rolls.

Announcement by the Office of Price Stabilization that sugar 
is exempt from price control at present may have come as a sur- 
prise to homemakers who remember supply problems prior to 
price control and rationing during World War II. As explained by 
OPS, this is the situation now in regard to sugar:

Secretary of Agriculture who 
has authority, through regula- 
tion of imports and marketing 
quotas, to stabilize sugar prices 
in the interest of both con- 
sumers and producers. OPS said :

of price controls. 

As for supply, figures indi- 
cate there are adequate amounts 
available to meet all normal 
needs. But in sugar, as in other 
foods, the supply picture in the 
near future, depends largely on 


the reaction of consumers. 

If each one follows her usual 
purchasing patterns, only tak- 
ing enough out of the market 
to meet normal family needs, 
there will be no drain on the 
market and everyone will have 
enough for daily use, canning 
and preserving. At the same 
time, industrial needs will be 
met.

A streamlined Home Rule 
measure which would empower 
City Council to amend its charter 
was suggested Thursday by City) 
Atty. Jack Savrge, who reiterated 
that the present Home Rule law’ 
fails to meet Atlanta’s needs. 

Savage’s statement came after 
Rep.
